Council Okays 
Stop Lights 
As Most Needed 


Five new traffic signals will be 
installed at intersections in Menlo 
Park in the next few months. 
Tuesday night, more than dat 4 
worth of improvements to t 
city’s street were okayed for this 
year and another $43,000 next 
year. 

Acting upon a recommendation 
of City Manager C. L. Longson, 
city councilmen ordered the pre- 
paring of specifications for lights 
at Willow road and Newbridge 
street, at Santa Cruz avenue ‘and 
University drive, at Linfield drive 
and Middlefield road, at Santa 
Cruz avenue and Sand Hill ‘road 
and at Willow road and Gilbert 
avenue. 

Money for the improvements is 
derived from state gas tax funds 
which are returned to cities on 
the basis of population. 

Desczibed by Longson as the 
worst intersection in town, the 
Wiilow-Newbridge intersection 
will cost the city $3000. The 
rest of an $11,000 cost will be 
paid bythe state and county. 
The .Willow-Gilbert ‘signaf will 

cost an estimated $12,000, as will 
the Linfield-Middlefield signals. 

Cost of the signals at Santa 
Cruz avenue and University drive 
will be $10,000, while the city’s 
share of the Santa Cruz-Sand Hill 
signal will be $3000. 

In addition to the new signals, 
the councilmen also approved an 
$1000 expenditure to move a sig- 
na’ at Willow and .Middlefield 
roads. Relocation of traffic is: 
lands at Santa Cruz avenue, Juni: 
pero Serra and Alpine road will 
cost an estimated $3000. 

On tap for the 1958-59 fiscal 
| year, according to the plan sub- 
mitted by Longson are widening 
Santa Cruz avenue to four lanes 
from Johnson street to Olive 
street; reconstruction of Alma 
street between Ravenswood “ave- 
|nue and Mielke drive; and widen- 
| ing Middlefield road to four lanes 
jfrom Linfield drive to Willow 
road. 

According to plans, $30,000 will 
be spent to widen Santa-Cruz so 
|that the street will be four lanes 
wide from El Camino Real ‘to 
Olive street. 

The Alma street project, 
which will be a separated road 
with commuter parking between 
the lanes, will cost an estimated 
$26,000. Widening Middlefield 
road between Linfield drive and

Menlo Park Orchi

As you gingerly undo the tis- 
sue swathed about an orchid cor- | 
sage, do you ever wonder about | 
the patience and care which has 
gone into nurturing the delicate 
plants until the creation of their 
sumptuous blossoms? 

One man who knows is Robert 
Gross, a Menlo Park resident 
who supplies many of the orchids 
to the florists on the Peninsula. 

Gross, who moved here 10 years 
ago from Hollywood, leads a double 
life: three days a week he’s a 
horticulturalist in the greenhouses 
adjoining his home on Woodland 
avenue, and the other three days 
he’s a linotype operator at the Re- | 
corder, where he has been employ- | 
ed for six years. 

His career as a man of flori- 
culture actually began 11 years 
ago, while he was riding in Los 
Angeles. After studying the 
field of orchid-growing for a 
year, he decided that the Pen- 
insula was a pretty good spot, 
and moved up at that tiwe. 
“About 30 years ago I lived in 
Hawaii. People usually think that 
I became interested in orchids 
over there,” Gross explains. “But 
actually, at that time there wasn’t 
one orchid plant on any of the Is- 
lands. They were all imported 
because of the excellent growing 

conditions there for the plants.” 

Gross and his wife alone care 
for the 1000 adult plants, and one 
greenhouse of seedlings. His 
greenhouses, quite modern, are 
constructed of laminated fiber-

Municipal Report: 


The city of Menlo Park will 
have $121,345.73 in gas tax funds 
to spend on major street improve- 
ment projects during the next 
two years,: City Manager C. L. 
Longson reported this week. 

He said he had arrived at this 
figure, to be submitted to the city 
council in the near future, as a 
result of studies made since the 
council directed, several months 
ago, that budgeting for expendi- 
ture of gas tax funds be on a two- 
year basis. 

It is already too late in the 
{year to start any major repaving 
| jobs or other street work before 
winter arrives, the city manager 
added, but some of the money 
may be spent before the end of 


fie signals. 

The city already has a sub- 
Stantial balance in state ac- 
counts as far as the gas tax is 
concerned and to this must be 
added annual payments to the 
city’s account from each year’s 
subventions. 

Because some projects have 
cost less than originally estimated 
by state engineers the city finds 
itself with a balance of $15,000 
in accrued funds, and some $20,000 
in ‘“‘unexpended” funds from gas

We are of the opinion, however, 
that Hempstead has erred in in- 
creasing the golf course values so 
drastically.

The increased assessments 
may drive mare than one golf 
club out of existence, thus 
throwing a new load on the tax 
payers to provide a similar 
course. A golf course requires 
little county service in the way 
of fire protection, ‘street im- 
provements, policing, etc. 


If these acreages were to be cut 
into home sites you can estimate 
the additional county services that 
will be required. We believe the 
board of supervisors will be just- 
ified in making an adjustmeht in 
the assessor’s figures. 

Assessments, taxes and charter 
study committees are not the only 
problems facing our county offic- 
ials. 

They're looking for more office 
space in spite of the recent com- 
pletion of the new Hall of Justice. 
The plans, we learn, call for a new 
office building in the block already 
purchased for parking. It woul 
house the scattered schools offices 
now in rented quarters. 

Too, as soon as the new building 
can be completed, it will allow for 
transfer of departments now 
housed in the old courthouse.

Money from the sale 
would be used to purchase two 
lots in a triangle at East Fuller 
street.
